He found that the planet has a dinmo-
tor of about 4000 miles, By eareful cal-
culation he is contident that its year con
sisted of UST dags, and that ench day in
time wos forty minutes longer than our
day,  He nlso found that the planet was
rande up of water and land, just like our
world, 1t has, he says, scas aoad vontls
uents and rivers,

As to its density, it differs very littlo
from the earth.  Giravitation atits sur=
